DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The previous restriction is withdrawn because it did not include all the claims, 
and the following restriction is put forward. 

2. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .1 26 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 1-14, 15, 15 and 16-20 have been renumbered 1-21, 
respectively. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-1 6, drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 425, subclass 574. 

II. Claims 17 and 18, drawn to a method of operating an apparatus, classified 
in class 264, subclass 21 1 .21 . 

III. Claims 19-21 , drawn to a method of cleaning an apparatus, classified in 
class 264, subclass 39. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

4. Inventions II and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
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806.05(e)). In this case, the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and 
materially different process, such as a process wherein the check valve is switched by 
electrical control means, not by screw movements. 

5. Inventions III and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case, the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and 
materially different process, such as a non cleaning process, wherein the check valve is 
used to control the flow of injection molding material. 

6. Inventions II and III are directed to related processes involving screw machinery. 
The related inventions are distinct if the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not 
capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, 
function, or effect; (2) the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually 
exclusive; and (3) the Inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 
806.05G). In the instant case, the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use 
together because Invention II merely changes flow direction whereas Invention III 
requires displacement of material with a cleaning compound and/or can have a 
materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect because Invention III 
operates to clean by displacement with cleaning compound whereas Invention II 
operates to allow bi-directional flow. Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do not

encompass overlapping subject matter and tliere is notliing of record to show tliem to 
be obvious variants. 

7. Because tliese inventions are independent or distinct for ttie reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

8. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse.
